1. MISSION HAS BEEN INFORMED OF FIRST GDR REFUSAL TO PERMIT 
FEA OFFICIAL FROM USING TRANSIT ROUTE. AT 1 1 : 1 5 JULY 29 

FEA OFFICIAL NORBERT VON NIEDING WAS PROHIBITED AT MARIENBORN 
FROM USING THE TRANSIT ROUTE FOR RETURN WITH FAMILY TO WEST 
BERLIN. NIEDING'S FAMILY WAS PERMITTED TO TRAVEL ON 
WITHOUT HIM. 

2. WON NIEDING, A THIRD-LEVEL OFFICIAL LEITENDE 
REGIERUNGS DIREKTOR, TRAVELLING WITH WIFE AND TWO 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CHILDREN, WAS STOPPED AT MARIENBORN. AFTER 25 MINUTES 
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WAIT GERMAN OFFICIAL RETURNED TO CAR AND QUESTIONED HIM ABOUT 
HIS PROFESSION AND WHERE HE WORKED. HE REFUSED TO ANSWER 
QUESTIONS AND AT 12:10 GDR OFFICER TOLD NIEDING THAT HE WAS
